Regular Activities 


DuRING THE YEAR 1958 THE BOARD HELD 49 REGULAR MEETINGS, 17 SPECIAL 
meetings, 15 meetings to sign Warrants, 69 Public Hearings, 12 Private 
Hearings. The Board issued 133 Licenses, granted 160 Permits, made 140 
regular appointments and appointed 522 workers for the four elections. 


Police Department 


In the year 1958 an Act was passed authorizing the Town of Natick 
to increase the number of its Reserve Police Force from five members to 
eight. This Act became effective July 10, 1958. Wallace Montgomery, 
William C. Wright and Fred Hildreth were appointed as Reserve Patrolmen, 
September 15, 1958. Mary F. Byrne was appointed a Policewoman, July 28, 
1958, to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of Mrs. Josephine San- 
born. On April 23, 1957, the Board submitted a requisition to the Director 
of Civil Service for one Lieutenant in the Natick Police Department to fill 
the position authorized by the vote passed at the Annual Town Meeting. 
The Civil Service poster was issued and the examination was held October 
26, 1957. The eligible list was not established by Civil Service during 1957 
as there were several appeals pending. George F. Roberts was appointed 
Police Lieutenant as of May 5, 1958. On June 3, 1958, the Board requested 
the Civil Service Board to set up an examination for the office of Police 
Sergeant in the Natick Police Department adopted under Article 1 of the 
1958 Annual Town Meeting. The Civil Service poster was issued and the 
examination was held October 16, 1958. The eligible list has not yet been 
established. John Arena was appointed Temporary Sergeant as of May 19, 
1958, to fill the vacancy caused by the promotion of George F. Roberts. 


Town Meetings 


The Board received 62 Articles for the Annual Town Meeting of 1958 
and after consulting with the departments that sponsored them, it was voted 
to include the 62 Articles in one Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting 
which was called for March 18, 1958, in the Senior High School Auditorium. 
During the year one other Special Town Meeting was held to act upon a 
total of 9 Articles. ‘This meeting was held on April 24, 1958, in the Senior 
High School Auditorium. 


Traffic Rules and Orders 


During 1958 many petitions and requests were received to improve 
trafic conditions throughout the Town. The Selectmen made personal ob- 
servations of conditions relating to traffic and after hearings, adopted and 
established amendments to the Traffic Rules and Orders. The Board now

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Annual Town Report 


The Board appointed the Town Report Committee for 1958 consisting 
of Emil K. Anderson, Chairman, Wendell O. Poley, Marian Briggs, Joseph 
A. Tedesco, Jean B. Thompson, Douglas L. Russell, Edmund J. Coolidge, 
Herbert A. Black, II, and Dominic Tessicini. The Selectmen advertised for 
bids for the printing of the Annual Town Report for 1958. Five sealed bids 
were received. The Board accepted the bid of the Wellesley Press, Inc., of 
Wellesley, in the amount of $18.95 per page. 


Street Lighting 


The Annual Town Meeting authorized the Board to install additional 
street lights for the year 1958. After investigation of each request the Board 
ordered the installation of 49 street lights. 


Other Activities 


A Special Meeting of the Board was held March 4, 1958, to organize 
for the ensuing year. Jerry T. Torti was elected Chairman with Richard S. 
Sanderson as Clerk, William F. Wells as the third member of the Board. 
The following appointments were made: Registrar of Voters, Director of 
Veterans Services, Dog Officer, Field Driver, Pound Keeper, Moth Super- 
intendent, Lockup Keeper, Veterans’ Grave Officer, Fence Viewer, Veterans’ 
Burial Officer, and reappointed the Appraisal Board. During the year other 
appointments were made. 


The Board received and accepted the resignation, as of March 31, 1958, 
of John F. Sullivan as Town Counsel, and commended Mr. Sullivan for his 
co-operation while serving as Counsel. 


Attorney James P. Murray of 2 Wheeler Lane was appointed Town 
Counsel to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of John F. Sullivan, 
effective April 7, 1958. 


The resignation of Charles Brady from the Appraisal Committee was 
accepted with regrets. The Board commended Mr. Brady for his service to 
the Town of Natick while serving as a member of this committee. 


The Board appointed the following as members of the Long Range 
Capital Expenditure Committee for 1958: J. Raymond Dorsey, Chairman, 
Roger Casavant, Walter Robinson, Dana Hastings, Norman Thomas, Robert 
Fairbanks, James A. Gregg, Donald Atherton, Milo Balcom, Leighton Harris, 
Charles Murphy, Ralph Nettleton, Avery Stanton, Harry Green, Myron 
Coplan, Frederick R. Vitale. This committee has remained inactive this 
year pending a report by the professional planners that were hired by the 
Planning Board. 

The State Primary was held at the Center School, in accordance with 
State Laws, after notification to the Secretary of State. Voters from all eight 
precincts voted as a group in a single location, at the Center School. 

A joint meeting of the Board and the School Committee was held 
September 22, 1958, to fill the vacancy in the School Committee caused by 
the resignation of Thomas F. McGrath. Gregory Grogan was elected to fill 
the vacancy. 

The Board of Selectmen request that a committee be appointed under 
Article 24 to investigate the advisability of erecting a Town Office Building. 
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It would be the duty of said committee to investigate costs of erecting such 
building together with land cost, site location and amortization of cost as 
compared with rents that are paid by the Town for the offices now occupied 
in various privately owned buildings. This committee is to work in co- 
operation with the Board of Selectmen. This request is made due to the 
increase in work and personnel of the various departments as well as con- 
templated increases in rents and demand for larger quarters. 


The Board made many investigations of complaints from residents from 
all areas of the Town relative to street lighting, speed regulations, destruction 
of animals by dogs, stop signs and the maintenance of certain properties. 


The Board attended all meetings of the Middlesex County Selectmen’s 
Association and Massachusetts Selectmen’s Conventions. Jerry T. Torti was 
elected Secretary-Treasurer of the Middlesex County Selectmen’s Association 
at its annual meeting held in November 1958. 


The Board thanks all departments for their co-operation during the 
past year. 


The Long Range Planning and Capital Expenditures Committee met 
several times with the Selectmen. 


After careful consideration and study of proposed expenditures by the 
various Town departments for the next five years, it became apparent that 
these expenditures alone would have great and serious impact upon the 
financial well-being of the Town. 


As a result, the Selectmen and the Committee came to the conclusion 
that the services of professional and impartial planners were urgently needed. 
It was felt that these planners could not only examine our financial condi- 
tion, but could study our zoning set-up and make such recommendations as 
they saw fit with particular regard to business and industry. 


Accordingly, an Article was prepared to this effect and submitted to the 
Town Meeting by the Selectmen. After it was determined that government 
regulations required any such contract to be executed by the Planning Board, 
the Article was passed by a vote of the meeting. 


At the request of the businessmen operating in the central business area, 
the Selectmen inserted an Article in the Town Meeting Warrant to acquire 
the so-called Tirrell property on West Central Street for public parking. The 
Article was passed and the Selectmen took said property by eminent domain. 
All legal matters pertaining to this taking and to necessary zoning variances 
have been resolved as of January, 1959, so that the work of clearing and 
construction may now begin. 

In 1958, Chairman Jerry T. Torti of the Board of Selectmen introduced 
a bill at the Convention of the Selectmen’s Association which would em- 
power the Selectmen of any town to investigate other town departments. 
This bill received the unanimous endorsement of the convention. It is now 
before the Massachusetts Legislature.

In Aprit, 1958, I succEEDED JOHN F. SULLIVAN As Town COUNSEL, WHO 
resigned because of the pressure of private practice. 

I attended the Special Town Meeting, the Selectmen’s Weekly and 
Special Meetings and many other meetings of various Town Departments 
and Committees. 

Many formal and informal opinions were given. I filed several petitions 
for declaratory judgments in Superior Court, one of which involved the 
Sewer Bed Land used by Framingham. 

Several land takings were made under eminent domain articles in the 
warrant. There are still four eminent domain cases pending. Two were 
settled. Two defect cases were also settled at amounts fair to the Town. 
Three defect cases are still pending, one of which involved a serious gas 
explosion, and about ten other varied cases. 

An unprecedented request for opinions and court litigation has at times 
required delay in specific requests but Town officials, employees and residents 
have been patient and helpful.

For the third consecutive year the Police Department will turn back 
to the town treasury unexpended appropriation funds. In 1956 the Depart- 
ment spent $1,196.66 less than the budget. In 1957, $1,090.12 and in 
1958 we have returned $4,584.22. 

Our increase in budget requests for 1959 amounts to $13,042.27. Of 
this increase, $7,300.00 is attributable to salaries that are controlled by the 
Wage Scale Board; $2,600 for the purchase of a three wheel motorcycle to 
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ae 


Guardian of the Votes (as well as the Voters). 


be paid for separately; $1,500.00 is needed for the purchase of a fifth 
cruising car this year by the Purchasing Committee (only four were turned 
in last year) ; $965.00 requested by Judge Snow for Court House expenses, 
and the balance is due to cost of living increase in utilities and janitor 
supplies. The fifth cruiser item involves a car not traded in 1958. We may 
be spared this expense again next year. Our salary expenses remain below 
the levels of both Wellesley and Framingham. 

We plan to purchase a three wheel motorcycle for parking meter en- 
forcement, as this will be more efficient than foot patrol. The $2,600.00 
involved will actually come from the parking meter receipts, and will not 
affect the tax rate, since the funds can only be used for such purposes. The 
expense seems wise in that it will release some manpower time for other 
duties. 

Criminal statistics for 1958 show this town to be considerably safer for 
persons and their property than most places in the United States. Crime 
across the country is on the increase, and reached an all time high in 1958 
according to J. Edgar Hoover. In Natick, criminal statistics declined for the 
most part. The increases were on the safe side, more stolen property re- 
covered, and a larger number of citizens asking for, and receiving, police 
checks on their homes when away. 
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In 1958, we had four traffic fatalities, an increase of two over 1957, but 
26 less auto accidents. For some years we have commented on the three 
danger spots on Route 9. In 1958 the Grove Road intersection was accident 
free. At Oak Street personal injury accidents jumped from 15 to 33. This 
proves the present set up to be a failure. We have asked the State Depart- 
ment of Public Works to re-examine traffic light coordination at this point, 
and to install modern enlarged lenses. We have reiterated our often repeated 
requests for traffic control arrows, enlarged lenses, and other aid at Speen 
St., where the situation remains unchanged from last year. Posted speed 
limits will go into effect on Speen Street from Route 9, south to the Sher- 
born line soon and we have requested a survey for the erection of speed 
signs on Eliot Street from the Sherborn line east to the Wellesley line. We 
are also asking for posted school bus stop signs in various parts of town. 
Additional women police help is sought for the new Junior High School, 
and on Oak Street at Border Road. 

Our traffic safety record is a tribute to the Police Women, and the 
Auxiliary Police as well as to the regular men of the department. 


In order that a public service may operate successfully and efficiently, 
it must enjoy and deserve the confidence and respect of the people it serves. 
It is to this end that we strive, and wish to extend our sincere thanks to 
our associates, officials and citizens for their cooperation. 

The entire number of arrests for offenses committed in Natick for the 
year ending December 31, 1958, was 826. Of this number 774 were males, 
52 females, 169 residents, 657 were non-residents, 801 adults, 25 were 
juveniles. In addition there were 1375 arrests made or summonses served 
for out of town Police Departments. 


There were 25 juveniles summoned before the Juvenile Session of the 
District Court during the year.

There were 358 automobile accidents investigated during the year 
which is 26 less than in 1957. Of those 160 resulted in personal injuries, an 
increase of 11 over the previous year. 

During the year four fatal motor vehicle accidents occurred in Natick, 
resulting in as many deaths, this being two more fatals than in 1957 re- 
sulting in two more deaths. 

A Quincy man lost his life on February 13th when the car he was 
operating west on West Central Street, went out of control and struck a 
tired: 

On March 26th an elderly pedestrian lost his life when struck by a 
car as he crossed Route 9. 

On May 11th, a Worcester man received injuries which proved fatal 
on May 18th, when a car in which he was a passenger went out of control 
on Route 9 and struck a bridge abutment. 

A Roxbury man lost his life on October 7th, when a car he was operat- 
ing east on Route 9, jumped the center reservation and struck a trailer 
truck traveling in the opposite direction.

By VOTE OF THE TOWN, THE PERSONNEL OF THE DEPARTMENT WAS 
increased on June the first by the appointment of two Firefighters. While 
our force is still at a minimum of strength, I am not requesting any additional 
men unless the Town Meeting wishes to grant the Firefighters of this Town 
a reduction in working hours. At the present time the men work fifty-six 
hours and are subject to call fifty-six hours a week. Towns of our size have 
been granting their Firefighters a reduction of hours for the past few years, 
some 50.4 hours a week, others 48 hours a week. In the 1959 budget there 
is a request for an additional seven Firefighters in order to reduce the hours 
of the personnel to 50.4 hours per week. 

John T. Barnicle, a permanent member of the Natick Fire Department, 
retires after thirty-five years and eight months service. He entered the De- 
partment on Dec. 24, 1922, was promoted to Mechanic on March 2, 1925, 
acted as Captain during World War II and terminated his service by 
meritorious retirement on Aug. 27, 1958. 

The apparatus is in good condition with the exception of the Forest 
Fire Truck, a 1941 Chevrolet, which should be replaced this year. It is no 
longer reliable and should be replaced by a Forest and Tank Truck Combi- 
nation. A Tank Truck of 600 gallon capacity with preconnected 114” 
lines has been adopted as a first line piece of equipment in most Depart- 
ments. It is my belief-that the efficiency of the Department will be improved 
by the replacement of this obsolete truck by a modern piece of fire apparatus. 

Thought ‘must be given to the replacement or the addition of a ladder 
Truck in 1960. This request will depend upon the development of the 
business areas of the Town. If the Town continues on a one story factory 
development plan, we should replace our present truck in 1960, however 
if the Town should develop in two or more story factories or plants an 
additional ladder and company of men should be installed. The East Natick

Just completed . . . New East Natick Fire Station. 


Fire Station was built during the year 1958 and was put in service December 
7, thereby closing the Felchville Station. The Felchville building and land 
should be disposed of by some means in the coming Town Meeting as it 
will be of no further use for Fire Department purposes. 

The committee appointed under Article 44 of the Annual Town Meet- 
ing of 1958, composed of Bernard T. Gately, Chairman, Frederick C. 
Chamberlain, Myron J. Coplan, Arthur L. Eldridge, and Roger D. Williams, 
built a Fire Station on land purchased in East Natick at 2 Rhode Island 
Avenue. This Fire Station, designed by Tekton Associates of Natick and 
built by Nicetta & Son of No. Andover, is a definite addition to the Depart- 
ment. It completes the building program as established in 1952 by a Com- 
mittee for that purpose. With the completion of the renovation to the Central 
Fire Station in 1959, which was started this year, the Fire Department 
buildings will all be in good condition. 

The Committee appointed to construct the East Natick Fire Station 
did a commendable job. The Station was completed in about 60 working 
days and was conditionally accepted for the Town by the Committee on 
Dec. 23, 1958. There is scheduled an “Open House” for the inspection 
by the Townspeople on January 10 and 11, 1959. The Town received 
excellent value for the money spent. Inasmuch as the money was available 
and it was believed that now was the proper time, that portion of the build- 
ing which is for the future expansion of the Fire Department was completed 
and will be available for Civil Defense use, thereby providing satisfactory 
space and facilities for that department. 

The Department had one of its quietest years in the last ten, primarily 
due to the wet season cutting the number of outside fires. I also feel that 
the continued inspection of mercantile property and the excellent co- 
operation of the Townspeople, businessmen and Town officials have aided 
in minimizing the number of fires and the magnitude of them. There was 
excellent response by the public in bringing in their trees to have them 
sprayed with a fire retardent during the Christmas season. 

The continued expansion of the Fire Alarm System has permitted us 
to cover, in part, most of the new areas along with the installation of a new 
type of Fire Alarm and Emergency box which contains in the base a tele- 
phone which enables persons to contact this Department direct without 
sending in an alarm or dialing. In the event of a serious emergency whereby 
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a Civilian Defense force might be summoned into action, these boxes could 
be utilized as Wardens stations. Inasmuch as the cost of these boxes is but 
a little greater than the standard box they should be installed on all main 
routes and strategic locations. 

In conclusion, I wish again to thank the East Natick Fire Station 
Building Committee for the excellent Station they built for our usage, and 
I also wish to thank the public and all the Town Departments and Officials 
for the cooperation they have given us during the year.

THIS REPORT IS THE THIRTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PUBLIC 
Works Department. 


One new member was elected to the Board of Commissioners in the 
March election. Mr. Ralph I. Larson was elected for a three year term 
replacing Arthur Hurst who had completed a one year term of office. 

Mr. David Malcomson retired in April, after 36 years of faithful serv- 
ice in the Water Division. . 

The Department constructed and enlarged many drains during the 
year which are noted in the following report of the Highway Division. 

Many Public Hearings were held during the year for the installation 
of water and sewer mains, sidewalk construction and street acceptances. 

Chapter 90 construction of Speen Street, north of Worcester Street, 
was the main construction project of the year. A divided lane highway 
was constructed, with drainage installed. 

A new water and sewer billing machine was purchased and new forms 
and bills will be forthcoming in 1959. 

‘The new catch basin eductor, in its first full year of operation, enabled 
the Department to clean every basin in town at least once during the year. 
This is the first time in many years that the whole drainage system was 
given this attention. Many trouble spots were discovered. Studies were 
made in these areas and recommendations as to improvements will appear 
in the Drainage Article in the Warrant for 1959. 

Discussions concerning future capital expenditures were held during 
the year between the Economic Development Associates and the Public 
Works Department. The major expenditures will undoubtedly be for ex- 
tensions of the Sewerage System to outlying areas. ‘The areas in which the 
property owners show the greatest interest by signing petitions for sewers 
will be given first consideration. 
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Highway Division: 

The following new equipment was added to the Highway Division in 
1958: 

1 Sidewalk Tractor 

1 Sand and Aggregate Spreader 

1 Pick-up Truck 


Speen Street, northerly from Worcester Street, was the main construc- 
tion project for the year. Since the land takings could not be completed in 
1957, both 1957 and 1958 Chapter 90 Projects had to be completed in 
1958. Since a widening to eighty (80) feet was planned, and heavy in- 
dustrial growth in the area expected, a divided lane highway with asphalt 
and granite curbing throughout was requested by the Board. This was 
approved by the State Public Works Department and the roadway con- 
structed to the limit of the 1957 and 1958 allotments. This is the first 
construction of its kind in the Natick street system. 

The drainage in this construction included 2,435 feet of concrete and 
cast iron pipe and 28 underground structures. 

The roadway surface required 2,390 tons of bituminious concrete. 

Plans are now being made to complete this street to the Framingham 
Town Line in 1959.

Sidewalk and/or curbing, with Betterments, were constructed on: 
Sherman Street, Shattuck Street, Franconia Avenue, Hartford Street and 
Robinhood Road. 

Temporary minor repairs on unaccepted streets, with the cost of re- 
pairs paid by the abuttors totaling to $704.00, were made on the following 
Streets:

A thawing unit in past years had to be rented to thaw services that 
were frozen in extreme cold weather. Only those who have gone without 
water for a long period of time, due to frozen water service pipes, can 
appreciate having this equipment on hand for immediate use. 

The new well in the Pine-Oak Street area was driven and bids were 
received for the construction of the well building and electrical equipment. 
The building is being constructed large enough to allow expansion of the 
electrical paneling. Other wells can be driven in the area without the 
added expense of a new building for each, central controls will also lessen 
maintenance costs. 

One thousand four hundred (1,400) feet of 16 inch cast iron water 
main was installed from the well to Pine Street and tied into the existing 
12 inch main where it will be distributed to water users. 

Nineteen hundred and fifty-eight (1958) was considered by Meteorolo- 
gists as a relatively wet year for Massachusetts. During the summer months 
amounts of rainfall were above average. Consequently lawn sprinkling 
was reduced to a minimum. Even so, the Water Division pumped more 
water in 1958 than ever before. A comparison of yearly quantities 1s as 
follows:

The Department feels that this serves to point out the Town’s need 
for increased water supply so that its Industrial expansion and the con- 
tinued rise in living standards will not be curtailed.

Twenty-one (21) hydrants were added to the water system this year. 
Seventy (70) water services were installed during the year. 


Sewer Division: 


Demolition of the Sewer Beds was completed during the year with 
the piping salvaged for future use. 

The stone that was removed from the filter beds was cleaned and 
washed and re-used on portions of Speen Street, for which the town was 
paid by the State and County from Chapter 90 construction funds. 

Twenty-eight (28) new sewer services were installed during 1958. 

The Division cleaned and repaired house services and flushed sewer 
mains throughout the town. 

Hearings had been held the previous year for sewer main installations 
but abuttors were reluctant to favor any of these proposed installations. 
The Department stands ready to hold Public Hearings whenever property 
owners petition for sewer extensions. 

A proposed sewer connection to the M.D.C. system is planned to di- 
rect the sewerage from the Edward’s Road Sewer Station directly into the 
M.D.C, trunk line. This work is to be done entirely by the Department. 


Sanitation Division:

DuRING THE YEAR 1958 THE TREE AND MotH DEPARTMENT REPORTS THE 
removal and disposal of over 100 infected Dutch Elm Diseased trees. The 
Dutch Elm Disease continues to appear in our trees. It is definitely our 
biggest problem. A dormant spray in late March and early April was ap- 
plied to our Elms this year in an effort to curb the Elm bark beetle, which 
is the carrier of the Dutch Elm Disease. This department is doing ev erything 
possible to maintain control of this disease and we have every reason to 
believe that through spraying, sanitation, removal and disposal we have 
alleviated the problem. A leaf spray was applied to all our Elms during the 
months of May and June for Elm leaf beetles. Every town and city in the 
state is having the same problem concerning their Elms, and Natick in 
comparison is now above average. 

A spray was applied to our Birches for Birch Leaf Miner with con- 
siderable success. 

During the current year this department has planted approximately 
200 Maple trees of which some were replacements due to the Elms that 
were lost through Dutch Elm Disease. The greater number of these new 
Maple trees were planted in the new developments. 

Extensive trimming of low hanging limbs over sidewalks and streets 
was done in various sections of the Town. 

Trees were taken down at the following schools, in cooperation with the 
School Department, as follows: West and South Natick, Murphy, Lincoln 
and Lilja. 

The Town Forest trails, roadways and ski run have been trimmed in 
cooperation with the Recreation Department. 

A new Chevrolet stake body dump truck was added to the department 
this year. 

The Gypsy Moth condition is excellent and appears to be under control.

3. Appointment of a Salary Advisory Committee composed of lay 
citizens, teachers, and administrators to study the problem relating 
to obtaining and retaining the best qualified teachers.

6. Adoption of a policy on accreditation in relation to employment 
of professional staff members. 
Projection of a six-year capital outlay plan for the school system. 

8. Delegation to the Recreation Commission of the task of carrying 
on an after-school activities program in cooperation with the School 
Department for youngsters from grades K-6. 

9. Arrangement for a program of classes for adults in cooperation 
with the University Extension Division of the State Department 
of Education. 

The Committee approved participation in a nationwide research project 
entitled “The Task of Public Education’. Natick is one of 15 communities 
in the nation and in Canada selected for this study by the University of 
Chicago. 

Preparation of the annual budget is one of the most important 
functions of the School Committee. The largest single item is that which 
covers salaries for personal services. The Committee recognizing the need 
to maintain high education standards for the community, adopted a new 
salary schedule for teachers and principals. 

Finally, to keep abreast of acceptable modern trends in educational 
policy, the members of the Committee have attended local, state, regional, 
and national conferences. It has also encouraged staff members to be in 
attendance at educational sessions of all types. 

The School Committee thanks the various committees, town depart- 
ments, and individuals who have been so cooperative and helpful to the 
School Department during the past year.

‘THE Natick SCHOOL SYSTEM HAS PROGRESSED WITH THE EVER-CHANGING 
times to the point where it is considered, in state education circles, as one 
of the best systems in the Commonwealth. Regardless of its record, how- 
ever, there must be continuing study and improvement to achieve long-range 
goals. Since equal emphasis could not be given to all areas at one time, 
a plan was developed which would define immediate and long-term 
objectives. 

The administrative organization in Natick has remained constant, with 
one exception, over the last twenty-five years even though the school system 
and staff have tripled in the same period. In 1952 the initial step in 
re-organization was made with the appointment of a Director of Elementary 
Education. 

Since the enrollment and staff at the secondary level have increased 
rapidly and will continue to do so, the position of Director of Secondary 
Education to parallel that of Director of Elementary Education was created 
in January of this year so that a vertical organization could be developed 
to the advantage of the young people in our school system. 
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Since it is important for the citizens to know the aims and objectives 
of its school system, one of the first items of business in 1958 was the 
preparation of a statement of philosophy by a committee composed of 
School Committee members and administrators. As a result of this study 
the following statement of a general philosophy of education for the public 
schools was adopted: 


“Our educational program is designed to perpetuate and to 
develop the principles and values for life in our democratic society. 
To this end, therefore, the Natick Public Schools provide opportunities 
and training so that we may have educated Americans who are 
physically strong, morally and spiritually responsible, and economically 
capable. Through guidance and by example our students should 
develop self-confidence, self-understanding, and respect for others. 
They should acquire skill in the solution of problems which they will 
encounter and demonstrate a desire to gain new knowledge. In 
substance, the aim of our schools is to assist in the development of the 
complete person, recognizing that this is a shared responsibility with 
the home, the church, and other agencies. 


To achieve these ideals we recognize both the needs of the in- 
dividual and of society. Our curriculum is flexible and adapted to 
individual abilities and differences. It is also adjustable to changing 
conditions in order that our students may be academically, physically, 
socially, and morally prepared to progress. 

We recognize our responsibility to educate our pupils toward the 
following goals: 


1. A proficiency in the basic skills of reading, writing, spelling, 
speaking, and arithmetic. 

2. An acquisition of a knowledge of the natural laws, the ability 
to think logically and critically, and the ability to understand 
and apply scientific methods. 

3. An awareness of and practice in the habits of good mental 
health and physical fitness. 

4. An understanding of the historical foundations of our civiliza- 
tion and the need to interpret present and future problems in 
relation to our heritage. 

5. An appreciation of the aesthetic values found in literature, art, 
music, drama, and nature, and the application of these values 
to daily living. 

6. Preparation for earning a living, for advanced education, and 
for entrance into adult society. 

7. An awareness and an appreciation of correct standards of 
conduct”. 


Realizing, also, that there was a need for complementing the school 
information found in the Annual ‘Town Report, a quarterly report entitled 
‘Natick School News” was prepared. The purpose of this newsletter is to 
bring to the attention of all in the community pertinent data concerning 
the educational program with the hope that it will increase an under- 
standing of our schools. 

This has been a year when all education, with particular emphasis 
on the secondary schools, was carefully scrutinized by the public. 
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Teaching Natick children to “‘Honor your Partner” . .. another School 
Department function. 


Critical analysis of our educational system is certainly in order, but 
mistaken efforts to place the blame through name-calling and faultfinding 
should not be permitted to obscure the fact that our nation’s schools have 
achieved the goal set for them — the best system of mass education in the 
world. A child’s right to an education has come to be regarded as an 
inalienable right which should be available to all children regardless of 
economic_or social status. But, having achieved quantity, we now face the 
problem of quality. 

Schools are seldom any better or worse than the public wants them 
to be. Responsible citizens share with educators a moral obligation to 
insist upon wise and careful planning to meet fundamental needs and to 
protect our institutions from hysterical demands and panicky reactions. 

There has been a decided and desirable change in attitude in recent 
years. A decade ago school committees and the “public were concerned 
with buildings, budgets, and bonds. Today they are interested in what is 
being taught: they are beginning to look at the curriculum; they are in- 
ter ested in content as well as method; they desire research, experimentation 
in class size, and flexibility in planning; they want more and better educa- 
tion than they had; they want new ways to solve old problems, but they 
are not interested in change for the sake of change. 
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In all of the discussion over higher education and the gifted child, 
thought must also be given to the thousands of young people who do not 
go to college, and who will not be going to college no matter what the 
inducements. No group of our citizenry contributes more to the nation’s 
economic and civic welfare, or does more to keep the wheels turning in 
industry, business, and government. 

Regardless of the student’s ultimate goal, we must work all of our 
students much harder, for they are not working to their capabilities. There 
will be little or no change until the public, mainly the parents, demand 
more of their children. 

The following reports in the three areas of Elementary Education, 
Secondary Education, and Management highlight activities designed to 
accomplish our goals. 


THE AREA OF ELEMENTARY EDUCATION 


The major purpose of elementary education is to insure opportunities 
for all children to develop those fundamental understandings, skills, habits, 
attitudes, and appreciations necessary for living in a democratic society. 
The following activities were designed with this major purpose in mind. 

A series of comprehensive in-service training programs made it possible 
for teachers, supervisors, and administrators to study with educational 
experts in the various areas of curriculum development. A Science Work- 
shop became a special laboratory in which teachers were able to perform 
many appropriate experiments. The program on “Modern Trends in 
Elementary Curriculum” was exceptionally worthwhile. Special studies were 
also conducted in the areas of penmanship, testing, and mental health. 

The administrators, meeting frequently with their teachers in special 
committees, have been studying the possibility of revising the present 
report card, constructing a new cumulative record, and introducing foreign 
language instruction at the elementary school level. 

Natick has made great progress in the instruction of the gifted child. 
Placing emphasis on a program of enrichment, many additional teaching 
aids and related equipment have been purchased. Supplementary reading 
books of a high-interest level make it possible for the rapid learner to 
achieve according to his capabilities. 

Four third-grade teachers are using homogeneous grouping in the 
teaching of reading. Pupils are grouped and taught in accordance with 
their ability levels. The results will be carefully studied for future cur- 
riculum implications. 


A Curriculum Guide for Kindergartens, nearing completion, stresses 
the importance of the readiness program in a child’s physical, social, and 
emotional development. Most important is the emphasis placed on the 
intellectual growth of each pupil. The instructional phase is closely cor- 
related with the primary grade curriculum. 

Teachers of Special Classes are revising the course of study concerning 
this important part of our educational program. The four classes of train- 
able and educable children have done a commendable job of learning 
together in an appropriate atmosphere. 

Elementary school libraries continue to expand. All of the elementary 
schools are accumulating additional resource materials which the pupils can 
refer to for supplementary reading and intensive research work on special 
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topics. Additional funds have been allotted for expanding library facilities 
and materials in every school. 

In order to standardize library procedure a workshop was held with 
the High School Librarian as consultant. This study group included many 
parents who are now serving voluntarily as part-time librarians. 

The Natick School Department maintains a Psychological Clinic, 
staffed by a psychologist from Tufts University, to help pupils with problems 
of an emotional nature as well as difficulties in learning. Children are seen 
only with the approval of their parents and, in general, the clinic helps 
those children with exceptional problems. 

The elementary program is chiefly based on the effective work of its 
teachers. With skill, understanding, patience, and guidance our instructional 
staff has done an excellent job. In order to help them in their daily work 
general supervision is rendered by the directors and principals; special 
assistance is given by subject-area supervisors. 

The elementary art program follows contemporary trends of ex- 
pression, with the child’s interests in line, color, and form. stressed. 
Technique, drawing, and art appreciation are also included. 

Music supervision is given in both voice and instrumental areas. 
Teachers have been provided with an expanded record album library as 
well as an instructional guide for teaching music theory. The many chorus 
groups have been very popular and successful. The number of pupils 
taking instrumental lessons continues to increase annually with over two 
hundred pupils in the Elementary Band. 


“Be a Sport” ... prime requisite of the Athletic Department of Natick Schools. 


The physical education program consists of class activities and spe- 
cially organized games, rhythms, square and folk dancing, team sports, 
tumbling, track and field events. The supervisors have administered 
physical fitness tests to all of the pupils in the elementary schools; they 
will be retested in the spring. Findings of this study will be made known 
at that time. 

Testing and reading supervisors are frequently requested to assist in 
the identification of children with special abilities or limitations. This is 
accomplished by the skillful use of diagnostic tests. In addition, standard 
tests are administered to dete:mine general aptitude and achievement. The 
reading supervisors have devoted more time to work with the teachers 
so that a more effective program can be developed. 

The Audio-Visual Aids Program is a valuable aid to every classroom 
teacher. Televisions, motion pictures, tape recordings, charts, models, and 
field trips complement the regular instructional work of the teacher. 
Television sets will soon be placed in all of our schools in order to take full 
advantage of the special educational programs offered by station WGBH-TYV. 

Nurses, attendance officer, home teacher for the physically handi- 
capped children, and school-lunch supervisor complete the team of school 
personnel who, with the administrators and teachers, provide Natick with 
a modern, comprehensive elementary school program — one that continually 
strives to improve through evaluation, study, and effective instruction. 


THE AREA OF SECONDARY EDUCATION 


The academic part of our secondary educational program provides the 
driving force and the momentum for the entire system. Thus, in Grade 7 
through Grade 12 the scholastic progress of our student population is our 
deepest concern and holds our greatest attention. 

At the Coolidge Junior High School, advancing educational potential 
of our student community has been maintained in spite of the extremely 
limited facilities of the structure itself. The administration and staff have 
been able to adhere to the best in educational trends. There has evolved 
the development of a program in which method and content are in balance 
to the end that every possible opportunity for sound growth has been 
provided for each seventh and eighth grader’s individual ability. It might 
be well to mention here, however, that the principals of both secondary 
schools have singled out the need for additional services in the area of 
reading. 7 

To prepare for the return to a 6-33 system in September, the year 
was devoted to research and study so that both junior high schools will 
be identical in their programs of study. Offerings which are now presented 
to the high school freshman and which will be transferred to the junior 
high ninth grade are the following:

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In order to facilitate the identification of the academically talented 
students at the junior high school level, and to provide for their talents, 
full-time guidance counselors will be added to the staffs and scheduling 
will be accomplished on an individual basis. Selection of students for the 
honors groups will be based on aptitude scores and achievement. 


Since mid-November an intensive study has been made to determine 
which students throughout the town will attend the new Memorial and 
the Coolidge Junior High Schools. On the basis of current enrollment 
figures and the findings of this study, recommendations will be presented 
to the School Committee early in 1959. The anticipated enrollment in 
these schools for the next two years is as follows:

Highlighting the 1958 activities at the high school was the completion 
of the evaluation of the educational program by a visiting committee of 
educators from New England school systems. The evaluation was done in 
accordance with criteria established for all secondary schools throughout the 
United States and is required periodically by the New England Association 
of Secondary Schools and Colleges in order for them to maintain their 
accreditation. The report on Natick High School was very favorable. 
Among the valid recommendations contained in this report was the purchase 
of equipment pertinent to the improvement of the aural-oral approach in 
the study of foreign languages. The language laboratory will be gradually 
increased from our present status of one pupil station to twelve or fifteen 
stations. Perhaps additional funds can also be obtained when they become 
available to the Commonwealth through the National Defense Education 
Act of 1958. 


Although championships in athletics continue to be recorded in favor 
of our high school varsity squads, the performances of our students in 
dramatics, music, art, and the literary field were also of a championship 
calibre. Of greater significance were the superior scholastic attainments 
achieved by our student body in the regional science fairs, in the annual 
national typing and stenography competitions, in the mathematics tourna- 
ments, in the Westinghouse Talent Search program, and in the National 
Merit Scholarship Examinations. The plaques, the medals, the certificates, 
and the trophies received for excellence in these areas during 1958 attest 
to the excellence of our curriculum and the teaching performance of our 
faculties. Reports from the colleges in which our graduates matriculate — 
the appearance of their names on Deans’ Lists, or notices that they have 
been placed in advanced programs in the languages, sciences, and mathe- 
matics —are ample evidence of the excellent scholastic preparation they 
receive.

Some of the colleges where last June’s graduates are now enrolled 
are Amherst, Bates, Boston College, Boston University, the State Teachers 
Colleges, Bowdoin, Brandeis, Chandler School for Women, Colgate Uni- 
versity, Dartmouth College, Dean Junior College, Jackson College, Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, Northeastern University, Ohio Wesleyan 
University, Pennsylvania State, Simmons College, Syracuse University, 
Tufts University, University of Connecticut, University of Massachusetts, 
University of Michigan, University of New Hampshire, United States 
Coast Guard Academy, United States Military Academy, Wentworth 
Institute, Williams College, and Worcester Polytechnic Institute. 

The secondary system is a large undertaking when one observes that 
it considers the needs of nearly 2300 boys and girls from Grade 7 through 
high school graduation; that it is widely diversified and flexible in its 
curricular offerings; that it is complete in its provisions for the intellectual, 
physical, civic, social, and aesthetic growth of all these students; that it is 
fully aware of each student’s individual capacities, needs, and aims in life; 
and that it is ever alert to add to our traditional reservoir the best of the 
new results from the fields of educational psychology and _ research. 


THE AREA OF SCHOOL MANAGEMENT 


To develop a more efficient and economical method of conducting the 
business phase of the department the general procedures were revised by: 


1. Relocation of business functions in one central office. 

2. Simplification of records and reporting to eliminate duplication, 
and installing a system for continuity in operation. 

3. Development of a Financial Accounting Manual to assist the staff 
in the classification of expenditures. It serves as a common guide 
to all, improves the accounting for school funds, assists in school 
budget preparation, establishes a sound basis for cost accounting, 
and enables authorities to quickly obtain needed information. 

4. Devising a Budget Accounting Monthly Statement which gives the 
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School Committee a complete and current financial picture of 
expenditures. 


All purchasing is accomplished through the Business Office for control 
purposes with records, forms, and procedures established in the interest of 
economy. Vendors’ invoices are processed for payment after being checked 
for price, quantity, receipt of materials, and other terms. 

Budget preparation is a long process in which the aims and objectives 
of the educational program must be translated into needed personal services, 
supplies, equipment, and general maintenance. A cost study was made on 
all expense items so that keeping these expense records from year to year 
will enable the department to project future budgets supported by sta- 
tistical facts. 

Reorganizing the maintenance department has resulted in a more 
efficient, effective, and economical operation. Periodic and careful in- 
spection of all school property 1s conducted. 

All schools are in excellent condition insofar as maintenance is con- 
cerned. The credit goes to the exceptionally fine men in the custodial and 
maintenance staff. Their cooperation, hard work, and interest 1s directly 
responsible. 


LOOKING FORWARD 


The School Committee has projected in the following time schedule 
a six-year building program for the period beginning in 1959: 

1. 1959 — Renovation of Coolidge Junior High School 

Preparation of plans and specifications for Cole School 
addition 
1960 — Completion of Cole School addition 
Preparation of plans and specifications for new elementary 
school 
1961 — Completion of new elementary school 
1962 — Plans and specifications for third junior high school 
1963 — Completion of third junior high school 
1964 — Addition to High School building 
step-up in the expansion of the library program will be continued 
with the purpose of improving the physical facilities and increasing the 
number of volumes. The development will be gradual so that there will 
be a proper transition of the educational process into adult life. The initial 
step has been made by the appointment of a Coordinator of Libraries. ‘This 
will be followed by a recommendation that three library assistants be 
employed in September. 

Guidance services will be extended to include the junior high schools. 
Consideration will also be given to providing such services at the ele- 
mentary level sometime in the future. 

This report would be incomplete without acknowledgements to those 
who contributed so much in making this a year of progress and achievement. 
‘To the members of the School Committee who spent many hours of arduous 
work in meetings and on whose shoulders the responsibility of good educa- 
tion falls, to the professional and non-professional personnel of the School 
Department, and to the various Town Departments and committees I 
express my sincere appreciation and thanks.

THe Morse INSTITUTE CIRCULATED A TOTAL OF 235,075 BOOKS WHICH 
represents an increase of about 13,000 over that of the previous year. In the 
last two years there has been a 25,000 increase. ‘There are 12,666 registered 
borrowers. 4871 books were catalogued and processed for circulation in 
1958. The Library subscribes to 84 magazines and receives 28 gift maga- 
zines. 

In the past, money for the purchase of books has come entirely from the 
income from Trust Funds and fine money. If the Library is to continue to 
keep up with the demand for books, to supply two Bookmobiles and to pur- 
chase phonograph records, it may be necessary, in the near future, to ask for 
an additional appropriation from the ‘Town. 

The Library has been able to purchase quite a few of its supplies at 
considerable savings by buying them cooperatively with several other libraries 
in this area. Quantity buying helps bring the price down. 

During the year, a wide variety of reference questions are answered at 
the desk and on the telephone. Many students are assisted in finding mate- 
rial for their school projects and papers. 

The renovations, that were started two years ago in the Adult Depart- 
ment, were completed this year with the purchase of modern new furniture. 
This, in addition to the new lights and flooring, the painting of the walls 
and book stacks has greatly improved the physical appearance of the main 
floor of the Library and made it much more attractive and appealing to the 
eye. 

The first year “Great Books” discussion group continued to be popular. 
The meetings were held every other Wednesday evening at the Library with 
Mr. Paul Bates as the discussion leader. In October a second year group 
was started under the excellent leadership of Mrs. Aaron Kaufman. The 
group has been enthusiastic with an average attendance of about 20. 

In the spring a state extension course in “Landscaping and Horticul- 
ture” was given at the Library. Mr. Homer Dodge of the Framingham 
Landscape Service was the instructor. This continued for six weeks and 
was well attended. 

The first “National Library Week” was celebrated in March. Through 
the able assistance of Mr. Robert Marble and Mr. Edward Perry, an excel- 
lent exhibit of “National Library Week” posters, designed by Junior High 
School students, was displayed at the Library. Originally it had been planned 
to hold “Open House” during that week and display the new Bookmobile. 
However, as the Bookmobile was not completed until April, the “Open 
House’ was postponed until April 26, at which time the townspeople had 
an opportunity to inspect the new vehicle. ‘This was also the occasion to 
honor Judge Quinn, who was retiring from the Board of Trustees, after 
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18 years of devoted service to the Library. He was presented with an in- 
scribed Paul Revere bowl by the Trustees and staff. 

There was a great staff shortage during the first half of the year, due 
to staff illnesses and three unfilled vacancies. Fortunately the Library was 
able to obtain the services of several excellent part-time assistants for this 
emergency. In the last few years it has become increasingly difficult to fill 
full time vacancies with library trained personnel. The number of library 
school graduates is relatively small and most of them take positions out of 
the state or in specialized libraries where the salaries are higher. 

The first of October Mrs. Elizabeth Nevers was appointed Library 
Assistant to work on the Bookmobile and in December Mrs. Frances Sutton 
was appointed Library Assistant beginning January 1, 1959. Both have had 
library courses and experience. 

The Children’s Library continued to be a busy place in 1958. Many 
parents, showing an interest in their children’s reading, came to the Library 
with their children each week. All the fifth, sixth and seventh grades from 
the Center School made regularly scheduled trips and were given assistance 
in selecting books and looking up reference material. A field trip to the 
Library was made by a kindergarten, a first and a fourth grade from the 
Lincoln, Cole and Murphy schools, also by several Brownie troops. They 
were given an instructive talk on the history and use of the Library and 
were told a story by Mrs. Burleigh. 

During Book Week there was a display of new books and of excellent 
“Book Week’ posters designed and drawn by a fifth grade from the Center 
School under Miss Carolyn Whittaker’s direction. A special story hour was 
held for the elementary school level. 

The exhibits in the display case were of great interest to the children. 
Some of the outstanding ones were of antique dolls, miniatures, sea shells 
and scenes from four well known children’s books — “Alice in Wonderland,” 
‘Heidi,’ “Madeline” and the “Wizard of Oz.” United Nations exhibits 
were arranged in both the Adult and Children’s Departments in cooperation 
with the League of Women Voters of Natick. 

The Bookmobile program is one of the important services of the Library 
and still continues to be popular. It enables both adults and children, who 
live too far away to come to the Library, to obtain books regularly. The 
School Bookmobile reaches the elementary school children in these out- 
lying areas. The first Bookmobile, which formerly had been used for both 
the school program and for adult service, was used for the school program 
exclusively, beginning with the opening of school in the fall. The Bennett- 
Hemenway, Brown, Lilja, West, Cole and East Schools were provided with 
this service each week. Early in 1959 it is planned to start part of the 
Murphy School by taking the three upper grades. The purpose of this serv- 
ice is to instill good reading habits in these children who cannot come to 
the Library. Both factual and recreational reading material is provided 
for the various interests of all the children. 

The new Bookmobile, which was built by Thos. F. Moroney Co., Inc. 
in Shrewsbury, was delivered in April and was ready for service in June. 
It is a little larger than the first one and has many more conveniences; air 
conditioning for summer, an adequate heating system for winter and a 
generator which supplies power for electricity. This Bookmobile carries 
adult fiction and non fiction, picture books for small children and books 
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for the Junior and Senior High School level of reading. There are regular 
weekly stops for East Natick, North Natick, Pelham I, II, III, and IV, 
Sherwood, Robinhood and Wethersfield. It is planned to expand the service 
further in the coming year. 

Many thanks should be given to the Women’s Auxiliary of the American 
Legion for their gifts of books in memory of members who have passed 
away. The Library is also grateful for other gifts of books and magazines 
received during the year. Special thanks should go to the Natick Bulletin, 
the Natick Herald and the Suburban Free Press for printing the Library 
Column and for the gift of their respective papers. 

For the future the Library should plan for expansion to provide more 
facilities to keep up with the growth of the town. Provision should be 
made for microfilming the local newspapers, for a Young People’s room, a 
Music room, space for art exhibits, a quiet study room, a place for meetings 
and film programs. 

The wonderful cooperation, loyalty and support of ‘the staff and Trus- 
tees have helped to make this a year of progress. The Library looks forward 
hopefully and confidently to another year of even greater service to the town.

THE DETAILED REPORTS OF THE LIBRARIAN AND OF THE TREASURER ARE 
submitted herewith. 

The tremendous circulation of books by the Morse Institute during 
1958, as recorded in the report of the Librarian, reflects the ever-growing 
reliance of the citizens of Natick upon the Library and its staff. To the 
Trustees this has been a deep source of pride and satisfaction; not only has 
it been an incentive for our present efforts, but it also will serve as a guide 
for providing future needs. 

The Trustees have made what we believe to be great strides in reno- 
vating and modernizing the present structure with a minimum of costs to 
the townspeople. An oil burner has been installed in place of the coal- 
burning equipment formerly in use. New furniture and equipment has been 
added to the main or adult library. An up-to-date lighting system has en- 
hanced the appearance of the interior and has added much to the comfort 
and convenience of the library patrons. The staff rooms in the basement 
section have been repainted. Among future plans is the complete restora- 
tion and renovation of the lower stack rooms to the end that greater operat- 
ing efficiency will result. A second bookmobile has been built and is now 
in operation so that greater and more frequent service to the outlying areas 
of the town could be undertaken not only to the benefit of adults, but also 
to the advantage of the children who do not have ready access to the 
Children’s Library. 

The Trustees wish to express their gratitude and appreciation to the 
Librarian and to her staff for their untiring efforts and cooperation during 
the past twelve months. ‘Their services have been no less than commendable. 
We urgently recommend that the townspeople read the report of the 
Librarian which accompanies this report.

Recreation Commussion 


THE RECREATION COMMISSION REPORT FOR 1957 OUTLINED BRIEFLY THE 
policy of the Commission as follows: “It is the policy of the Commission 
to encourage, sponsor and supervise adult recreation activities with the 
understanding that they be self-supporting, that tax money not be used 
for these purposes. It is also our policy to initiate programs and get them 
rolling, and then turn them over to the parents, who should be and often 
are extremely interested in the progress of their offspring — Little League 
was such a program.” 

A program we plan to expand this coming season is recreation for the 
handicapped, particularly swimming. This program has been in the ex- 
ploratory stage for the past two years. With state assistance and the 
cooperation and help of Disabled American Veterans we hope to have a 
more adequate program. This will be covered more fully in the Director’s 
report. 

By vote of the School Committee afternoon programs in recreation 
for pupils of grades four, five and six will, in the future, be planned and 
supervised by the Recreation Department. This is another example of the 
close relationship of the two departments and the supplemental function 
of the recreation department. 

Expansion of Memorial Beach. ‘The increased use of the beach has 
limited and crowded the areas reserved for swimming and life saving in- 
struction. The Commission strongly recommends the extension of the beach 
to the south toward the football field. This would require considerable fill 
which can be obtained by straightening out and reshaping the present 
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beach. ‘There will be an article in the Town Warrant for this purpose. 

Suggestions contained in the last annual report concerning needed 
utilization of land area has been carried out by the School Department 
and an adequate play space and baseball area are now available at Lilja. 

Increased use of the Lincoln School grounds is expected for this coming 
season. The baseball field has been rebuilt and greatly improved and will 
be available for Little League ball this summer. 

Cole School playground with approved equipment, shelter, multi- 
purpose area and ball fields had the highest daily average participation 
and the highest total participation of all playgrounds, being over 1800 
higher in total participation than the next highest area. 

We are grateful to the School Department, Park Department and 
Public Works Department without whose assistance we could not maintain 
either grounds, equipment or bathing beach. It is desirable that sometime 
in the future the Recreation Department have its own labor and mainte- 
nance people so that there be no conflict of interests and help will be 
available immediately when needed. 

A detailed account of the activities and accomplishments of this 
department with a look to the future will be found in Director Robinson’s 
report to the Commission.

DuRING THE PAST TWO YEARS BOTH PRESIDENT EISENHOWER AND DocToR 
Shane McCarthy have repeatedly emphasized the importance of Recreation 
in promoting “‘youth fitness’, and have decried the lack of necessary indoor 
and outdoor facilities for recreation. Leading authorities on mental health 
agree that participation in wholesome recreational activities is the best 
antidote for mental and physical debilities. Safety officials recognize that 
proper leadership and supervision of play and swimming areas contribute 
greatly to reduction of accidents. Educational authorities regard the 
worthy use of leisure, the commonly accepted definition of Recreation, 
as one of their seven cardinal objectives. Scarcely a week goes by that 
spiritual leaders are not quoted as stressing the need for blending proper 
physical, mental and spiritual development. 

J. Edgar Hoover and leading Police authorities concur that youth 
properly channeled into wholesome and constructive activity, seldom, if 
ever, become juvenile delinquents. 

The Recreation Commission does not tend to infer by these statements 
that properly directed Recreation is the panacea for all the mental, physical 
and spiritual disorders in the world today. Instead, its intention is to 
illustrate the high regard that foremost authorities have for recreation and 
its importance in the life of the community. 

By supporting a sound year-round program, the people of Natick 
realize that recreation 1s not a luxury, but a necessity to human happiness 
and a contributing factor in helping to meet the complex problems of 
modern day living, 

Although Recreation in Natick has progressed in many ways, it is 
evident that existing facilities must be improved and new facilities de- 
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veloped in the near future in order to keep pace with the growing demand 
and need for Recreation. 

The following report covers the present program from November 2, 
1957 to November 1, 1958, so that the continuous Winter Activities are 
not separated, thereby, creating a distorted picture. A brief preview of 
the future of Recreation in Natick is also given. 


Playgrounds 


Fourteen playgrounds were in operation last Summer under the com- 
petent supervision of Mr. Edward Casey. A relatively young but en- 
thusiastic staff of playground leaders directed the various activities which 
included sports and games, dancing, nature, arts & crafts, dramatics, 
storytelling, etc. 

In addition to these activities inter-playground competition and special 
events such as a trip to Fenway Park, Carnival Day and August 4th 
Family Fun and Fitness Day highlighted the program. 

Lilja Playground won the Junior Baseball Championship, while 
Murphy was crowned Champion of the Senior Loop. Bacon Playground 
won the coveted pennant by taking Ist place in the Swim and Track 
competition on August 4th. 

Attendance increased last year with a total of 1,061 more individual 
participations then the previous Summer. The daily head count at the 
playgrounds revealed the following statistics.

Our playgrounds at Whitney and Town Forest again operated in 
spite of the lack of facilities. It is hoped that in the very near future 
these areas can be improved with a shelter, drinking water, adequate 
storage and toilet facilities being provided to serve the needs of the children. 

It is hoped that the newly constructed ballfields at Lincoln and Lilja 
are improved to the point that they can be fully utilized next summer. 

The expansion of the play area at Brown by the School Department 
will greatly improve program possibilities for that playground in 1959. 
A regulation size ball diamond is being considered for Brown, and a 
Little League ballfield will replace the 90’ diamond at Cole. 

The School Department’s maintenance crew did a fine job installing 
the new equipment and readying this new playground at Cole for the 
swarms of children that utilized it throughout the Summer. 

In addition to the regular equipment needed in 1959 a few tot swing 
seats will be installed in some areas to accommodate the younger children 
and protect them from falls. 


Memorial Beach 


The largest Recreation Program in terms of participation, length of 
season and budget is the bathing program at Memorial Beach. Although 
hampered by a wet and cold Summer participation increased to a record 
attendance of 102,480 in 1958. 

The safety and effectiveness of the operation at Memorial Beach under 
Beach Manager, Dexter Linton, was maintained at a high level throughout 
the Summer. Through the generous efforts of the Natick Kiwanis, diving 
equipment was purchased which enabled the beach staff to increase safety 
measures. 
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Five lifeguards were fully trained and prepared in the use of this 
underwater equipment, should an emergency occur. 

Although excellent swimming facilities, high caliber of personnel and 
increased safety measures rate Memorial Beach with the best, there are 
still pressing problems to be solved. The high attendance and crowded 
conditions indicate a strong need for enlargement of the beach area. 
A checking booth at the gate is also needed in 1959 for greater efficiency 
in the tag checking system. 

The competitive swimming program was expanded last Summer, with 
three meets held at the “H” pier, the final meet being an exciting 79 - 67 
victory by a newly formed Natick team over Framingham. 

Deserved thanks to the Public Works Department for resanding the 
beach immediately after the washouts, and for preparing and maintaining 
the beach the School Department’s crew deserves all the credit. 

During the 95 possible beach days from Memorial Day until Labor 
Day the attendance figures compared to 1957 are as follows:

Swimming Instruction 

Swimming Instruction for children was very popular in each of the 
two four-week sessions. Senior Instructor, John Lucas, and a staff of 
three, who are qualified under Red Cross standards, did a commendable 
job in handling the large number of children so effectively. 

Despite poor weather conditions the registrations, attendance and the 
number of persons who passed tests this year was considerably higher than 
in, 19578

The swimming program for physically handicapped children was 
expanded from the two children in the initial program in 1957 to eleven 
participants this Summer. Six different disabilities were represented and 
three children required wheelchairs for mobility while two used crutches. 
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Progress of the children was slow, but very gratifying to the instructors. 
Important to the success of this program was the transportation provided 
by the American Red Cross and volunteer leadership by Neetega members. 


Tennis 


The Tennis Program continued to develop under the leadership of Miss 
Mary Leavitt as the record high registration of 171 children necessitated 
splitting the classes to a workable number. Some children came on Monday 
and Wednesday and others on Tuesday and Thursday with tournament 
competition taking place each Friday. 

Tennis is a worthwhile and growing program. It is hoped that multiple 
use tennis courts are constructed as part of the new Junior High School 
facilities and that other courts will eventually spread to other areas in 
Natick. 

Baseball 


The boys of Natick are fortunate to have such a fine volunteer 
organization as Natick Little League, Inc., which operates in the interest 
and for the sole benefit of local boys. Activity is plentiful in the Farm, 
Little and Babe Ruth Leagues during the Summer months with over 40 
teams and 600 boys participating. 

The role of the Recreation Department is to assist the Little League, 
Inc., as much as possible through maintenance of fields and clerical help 
in scheduling, records, news, etc. 

The Tri-Town Prep League for boys 16-18 years consisted of four 
teams. Two Natick teams were financed through the generosity of local 
concerns. Organizations in Framingham and Wayland also sponsored teams. 

The All Star team, which was composed of top players in the league, 
brought credit to Tri- Town by being crowned New England Champions 
in 1958. A defeat in the final game of the Eastern District Playoffs 
eliminated them from advancing to the National tournament. Efforts will 
be made to improve this league by expanding to neighboring towns. 


Winter Outdoor 


THE Frac FoorsaLtt program for boys 9-13 years of age consisted 
of eight teams from four areas of town. Over 120 boys were well coached 
in the fundamentals of football during the first two sessions and then 
competed in league play the following six Saturday mornings. 

Both the Senior and Intermediate teams from Whitney emerged as 
Champions of the 1958 season. 

Ick SKatTING provided enjoyable activity for thousands of people 
throughout the Winter months as an unusually cold season insured safe ice 
for skating. The condition of the ice, however, was poor in most of the 
17 areas for a great part of the season as natural elements and lack of 
equipment and manpower for maintenance stymied successful ice skating. 
Only the Park Department’s property at Coolidge and Hunnewell were 
maintained for skating. 

It’s a shame that even with safe ice many of the existing areas weren’t 
satisfactory for skating. Improvement of this continual problem is possible 
if equipment and manpower are available to properly maintain the skating 
areas in town. However, an artificial rink close by is still the only answer 
for a dependable and successful ice skating program. 
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Accurate ice bulletins reporting the safety and condition of the ice 
were announced daily through the cooperation of Station WKOX, State 
Dept. of Conservation and the Park Department with this Department. 

. A Sxunc area has been cleared by the Park and ‘Tree Departments 
in Town Forest Park, which provides a good slope for experienced skiers 
in our own back yard. Areas for children’s sledding and skiing are available 
at Walnut Hill and School St. Ext. 


Winter Indoor 


THE RECREATION PROGRAM FOR GIRLS in grades 4 to 9 is conducted 
for 17 Saturdays from November to March. Each of the six centers enjoyed 
their best season to date with sizeable increases in registration and _ par- 
ticipation. 

Experienced recreation leaders directed a varied program consisting 
of basketball, whiffleball, dancing, games, baton twirling, drama, arts & 
crafts, etc. The annual Christmas Party, bowling and roller skating parties 
highlighted the program. 

THE Boys ELEMENTARY BASKETBALL PROGRAM is conducted at seven 
schools from November to March on Friday nights. This popular program 
again exceeded previous years in registration and participation. 

The boys playing in the Junior Hich BASKETBALL LEAGUE on Wednes- 
days and Thursdays are drilled in the fundamental skills of the game during 
the month of November and compete in league play in Dec., Jan., & Feb. 

These established programs for youth continue to maintain interest 
and enthusiasm at a high level. 

ROLLER SKATING Parties for Junior High age boys and girls were held 
at the Wal-Lex Rink in Waltham periodically during the year when interest 
warranted it. This activity being an out-of-town program is self-supporting. 

GiRLS SWIMMING Ctasses are held after school on Mondays for 8 
sessions during March and April. The closest pool available is the Waltham 
Boys Club which necessitates an increased cost to each participant as this 
activity is self-supporting. 

Girls from the 5th, 6th, 7th and 8th grades are taught beginner and 
intermediate swimming skills from qualified instructors. Fifty-one girls 
attended these classes. 

BADMINTON was started on a small scale at the Brown School on 
Saturday afternoons for eight sessions beginning in February. This activity 
grew rapidly and 45 children in the ten to eighteen age group registered for 
the program. Due to the high interest in this activity and lack of available 
space at Brown School plans necessitate a move to the spacious high school 
gym, where three courts can be in constant play.

Adult Activities 


ADULT Hossy C1asses are held at the Coolidge Jr. High for a ten 
week session in the fall and another ten week session during the winter 
months. These classes were again very popular as 329 adults registered for 
the classes and total participation was 2,805. The various classes offered 
last year were: Ladies’ Slim Trim, Landscape Painting, Dressmaking, 
Photography, Variety Craft, Ceramics, Bridge, Slipcovers and Draperies, 
Rug Braiding and Cake Decorating. These classes, as are all Adult Pro- 
grams, are self-supporting. 

MENS RECREATION BASKETBALL LEAGUE sponsored by local concerns, 
consisted of eight teams that played seventy-four league and tournament 
games from December until March at the High School Gym on Wednesday 
and ‘Thursday nights. A good brand of basketball was played throughout 
the season. League Secretary, Tom Casey, reports that 101 men played 
and total participation reached 1,129. 

A WoMENS BASKETBALL TEAM named the Natick “Debs” was spon- 
sored by a local enterprise and played in the highly competitive Central 
Mass. AAU Basketball League. This new activity provides a worthwhile 
program for girls over High School Age. 

ADULT VOLLEYBALL was available for Men & Women at Cole School 
during the Winter months. 

The Recreation Department assists with the MEN’s SorrBaLL LEAGUE 
during the Summer months. 


Neetega Club 
The Neetega Club, which was formed in February 1958 for the purpose 


of providing worthwhile recreational activities for the teenagers of Natick, 
has an active club membership of 425. Only local teenagers from the 9th 
grade up to 19 years of age are eligible to purchase membership cards. 

Membership allows the individual certain privileges and enables him 
to attend all activities at a minimum cost. 

Activities are planned, organized, and carried out by the Teen Council 
under the supervision and advice of the Recreation Department. 

Interest and enthusiasm in the Neetega Club is rapidly growing and 
the future of this group is unlimited and to a great extent dependent upon 
themselves. 

Activities during the initial year of operation numbered 19. In addition 
to thirteen dances, were a splash party, trip to Nantasket, roller skating 
party, 2 TV appearances on Record Shop Hop, and a dinner for the 
chaperons. 

Money taken in from the benefit dance held in November bought 
essential warm clothing for some of the underprivileged children in Natick. 

Average attendance at the dances was 313 and total participation for 
all activities was 4,153. 

The Neetega Club is financially independent and self-supporting. 


Senior Citizens 


The Natick Senior Citizens Club, jointly sponsored by the Recreation 
Department and the Council for the Aging is comprised of residents of 
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Natick 60 years of age and over. This self-governing group which conducts 
meetings the first and third Wednesdays of each month at Sherrill Hall is 
one of the most aggressive, active organizations in the town. During its 
short life span of 2/2 years it has developed rapidly under first President, 
Mrs. Mary Yeo and the elected and appointed Club officers and com- 
mittees. 

The involvement of a great number of the members in the program 
planning and the various jobs to be done have tended to knit this fine 
organization close together. By virtue of this harmony the similar interests 
and problems of the Senior Citizens are brought to the forefront with 
satisfying results. The object of the club, which is printed on the first page 
of their new By-Laws, is to promote friendly relations among the Senior 
Citizens of Natick. 

Special activities conducted in 1958 were: a trip to the Ice Capades, 
Visit to Governor’s Council at the State House, Valentine Party, Flower 
Show, Cinerama, a smorgasbord, Hobby Show at Horticultural Hall in 
Boston, Open House at Cushing Hospital, 3 trips to Fenway Park as guests 
of the Red Sox, Nantasket Beach trip, Topsfield Fair, Fiftieth Wedding 
Anniversary Party, and the special performance of the Mop Dance team at 
the annual Mayor’s Picnic at Castle Island, which appeared on TV. 

Special projects included the afghan given to Cushing Hospital, the 
many cotton squares and folded gauze squares donated to Leonard Morse 
Hospital. 

Active membership in the Natick Senior Citizens Club is a growing 
174 and total participation at meetings and special events numbered 1,990 
last year. 


Future 


Day Camp FOR PHYSICALLY HANDICAPPED CHILDREN 


Plans to operate a Day camp for physically handicapped children have 
already been established for this coming Summer due to the willing co- 
operation and support of the Veterans Amputee Association. 

The convenient location of their site on Lake Cochituate in Natick 
has been made available for this purpose. Facilities there are made to 
order with ramps leading to the indoor shelter and toilets. Excellent picnic 
areas, a lake waterfront, ease of transportation and tremendous potential 
for program make this an ideal location. This much needed program is 
a natural outgrowth of the swimming program, which was conducted for 
the physically handicapped for the past 2 Summers. 

Many outdoor activities, which are usually denied our handicapped 
friends will now be possible. ‘The State of Massachusetts is also cooperating 
in the new endeavor. They will reimburse the Town of Natick one-half 
the cost of the program, as stated and authorized by the Department of 
Special Education, Chapter 69, Section 29D. 

It is hoped that the help and cooperation of many individuals, 
agencies and organizations will be forthcoming so that we may _ better 
serve those children who are somewhat less fortunate than ourselves. 

THe AFTER SCHOOL RECREATION PROGRAM for grades 4, 5, and 6, 
which previously came under the School Department, has been transferred 
to this Department by a vote of the School Committee. This new arrange- 
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ment will eliminate any duplications in program, establish a definite time 
that school facilities can be used for recreation purposes and, we hope in 
the long run, save the town some money. These programs in 1959 will be 
conducted with little change and similar to the original plans set up by 
the School Department. 


Facilities 


Our Capital Budget plan for Recreation Facilities has been developed 
in full view of the increasing tax rate and the town’s ability to pay. We 
have requested the minimum of expenditures and what we consider to 
be absolutely essential for providing an effective Recreation Program. 
It is hoped that this straightforward approach will meet with favor at 
the annual town meeting. 

The plan calls for an expenditure of approximately $15,000 for 
Recreation facilities this year and the same amount yearly up to 1964. 
This is an especially low figure considering the small amounts of money 
put into Capital outlay in the past. Up until 1957 there had been no major 
appropriation for Recreation. This has resulted in most of the present 
facilities being antiquated or plain worn out through use and destruction, 
and putting the local Recreation facilities considerably below average. 

Projects that will come up for the 1959 Annual Town Meeting are 
as follows: 

Wuitney Firrtp House — This sturdily built structure will provide 
toilets, drinking water, shelter from the sun and rain, and storage space. 
Whitney field is used extensively for Recreational activities all year around, 
with no facilities to accommodate people. Electrical outlets will also be 
useful for playground dancing. 

MeEmoriaL BEAcnH Expansion — The area to the left of the “H’ pier, 
formerly the Town Dump, is filled with glass and cans and was a definite 
hazard for the past two years. On crowded days, when as many as 3,593 
people were swimming at Memorial Beach in one day, it was difficult to 
keep children out of this restricted area. In view of the attendance increase 
of approximately 14,000 people over 1957, despite rainy weather conditions, 
it is evident that enlargement of Memorial Beach is an important project 
Tore. 959: 

JOHNSON ScHOooL PLAYGROUND MuLttTIpLE Use Biacxrop — A 
potential area is proposed for the construction of a multiple use blacktop 
at Johnson School for Basketball, Volleyball, Badminton, Tennis, games 
and ice skating. This project comes under the jurisdiction of the School 
Department and undoubtedly the facility can be undertaken jointly. 

The accomplishments of this department during my initial year as 
Superintendent could not have been possible without the wholehearted 
cooperation of a competent staff and the guidance and experience of a 
dedicated Recreation Commission. I wish to also extend my appreciation 
to other town departments and interested citizens who have supported 
our program. 

In closing, it has been said that “A man may spend his working hours 
in making a living, but he should spend his leisure hours in making himself”. 
Remember, it’s your leisure, make the most of it.

Home visits were made and releases given to 1377 pupils. Contagious 
diseases numbered 204 cases more than in 1957. Measles were more preva- 
lent this year, accounting for the increase. 

Two polio shots each were given to 310 pre-school children, and a third 
booster shot was given to 285 “Polio pioneers.” Four triple vaccine clinics 
(diphtheria, whooping-cough, tetanus) were held and 187 infants and pre- 
school children completed the series of three shots. 

Tuberculin clinics were held for various grades at four schools as a 
follow up on possible infection from three children found to have tubercu- 
losis. 612 school children and school personnel were tested. No tuberculosis 
cases were discovered. 

Twenty-four well baby clinics were held in 1958. There were 116 
babies visiting these clinics. There were 50 premature live births reported 
during the year. Two were stillborn and nine died after birth.

Our veterinarian has inspected all barns and all livestock therein. The 
premises were found satisfactory. All dogs involved in dog bite cases, num- 
bering 107, were examined and found not to have Rabies. In June the

annual Rabies Clinic was held and 1,209 dogs were vaccinated. Fees col- 
lected and turned over to the Town Treasurer amounted to $593.50. 

Our Dental Clinic, staffed by two dentists and a dental assistant, was 
carried on during the school year. During the 274 sessions, 2,071 operations 
were conducted on 876 child patients. $1,940.00 was collected and returned 
to the Town Treasurer. 

The Health Department Laboratory, supervised by our Sanitarian, was 
again certified by the State Department of Public Health. Inspections of 
various types were carried out by our Sanitarian and compliance with Regu- 
lations was obtained in all cases without recourse to court action. 

Dug Pond, Lake Cochituate and Non-Such Pond all tested satisfactorily 
for swimming throughout the summer. The Charles River was closed early 
due to high bacterial counts.

Our mosquito control program was conducted from March to October. 
Ditch cleaning was accomplished in the spring; and brooks, drainage ditches, 
swamps and bog holes were sprayed with D.D.T. and oil. The entire ‘Town 
was sprayed seven times from the spray truck with D.D.T. and Chlordane. 
The Sunkaway and Non-Such Pond areas were sprayed four times by heli- 
copter. Recreation areas, playgrounds, school grounds, and highways were 
sprayed for poison ivy. 

The Board of Health held a public hearing on “Rules and Regulations 
for the Control of Atmospheric Pollution” in June, and subsequently, after 
approval by the State Department of Public Health, adopted these Rules 
and Regulations. To date, the Town of Natick is the first and only com- 
munity in Massachusetts to have adopted such Rules, which are authorized 
under Section 31 C of Chapter 111 of the General Laws. It is expected that 
these Rules will be helpful to the public and industries as well as to the 
Board of Health in working out the solution to air pollution problems. 

In our recommendations to the Planning Board and their professional 
planning consultants, we recommended that the site of the present Town 
Dump, now privately owned, be acquired by the ‘Town. We also recom- 
mended that the Dump, now operated and maintained by the Owner under 
verbal contract, be operated by the Town. ‘These recommendations were 
made because we think that in planning for the future it is important that 
the Town owns and controls such a vital community facility as a rubbish

dump. This dump site could also serve as a future refuse incinerator site. 

It would be unfortunate if this property were sold by the Owner, or 
our dumping contract terminated, since there are approximately 50,000 
pounds of rubbish a day now disposed of on the Dump. Another suitable 
site would be extremely difficult to find in Natick. 

The Health Department lost the services of a valuable and conscientious 
employee when Miss Mary H. Hunter, R.N., Head Public Health Nurse, 
retired in December. Miss Hunter has served the Town well and faithfully 
for thirty-one years.

REPORT OF THE ADMINISTRATOR 
Year 1957-1958 
IN THE YEAR CLOSING SEPTEMBER 30, 1958 THE LEONARD Morse Hospirar 


furnished care to ten thousand one hundred sixteen individuals. This is a 
4% increase over last year with the greatest change in the Outpatient Service. 
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A Guided Tour . .. through Leonard Morse Hospital. 


This latter group includes patients for X-Ray and Laboratory Tests, Minor 
Surgery and 1526 accidents. 

The Operating Expenses were $846,076.18, an increase of $135,000.00 
over the previous year with the wages and professional services accounting 
for 63% of this. Again, rates were not increased during the year, but such 
a step 1s imminent now. 

The business area of the hospital remains very inadequate. We are 
required by an ever increasing number of rules and regulations from the 
State and national sources to furnish more and more statistical information. 
Third party payments necessitate practically double the amount of clerical 
work. We have had no new space available for additional help, nor the 
required quota to carry the larger work load. In a comparatively few years 
the operation of the Hospital has approached a million dollar business with 
a Pay Roll of nearly a half a million dollars yearly. 

Primarily the only reason for existence is the care of patients and this 
goal is uppermost in our minds. We do feel, however, that we should have 
the consideration of being paid for these services so that we may continue 
to strive for the best for the citizens of Natick and its neighboring towns. 
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The Leonard Morse Hospital is comparatively small when one considers 
the larger areas in the cities and teaching institutions. However, it is well- 
equipped, has a Medical Staff of superior quality, and is certified by the 
highest hospital approval board in the United States. We have an enthusi- 
astic Ladies Aid Association which adds much to the comfort of patients 
and visitors. Friendly groups from churches give services. The Boy Scouts 
and Girl Scouts show continued interest in the younger patients especially.

Tue Natick INpustriAL CouNcIL HELD sIx (6) MEETINGS DURING THE 
year 1958. 

One of the major problems discussed involved disposition of the large 
tract of land owned by the Town of Framingham on the westerly end of 
the Town of Natick adjoining Shoppers’ World, as well as disposition of 
the so-called sewer bed area north of the Framingham tract, owned by the 
Town of Natick. Both of these tracts are now available for sale. The 
property owned by the Town of Natick has been appraised by a Town- 
appointed committee, and an article is being released through the Selectmen 
to authorize the sale of this land. ‘The Council has advised Town authorities 
that this property should be sold to a developer with the facilities to mer- 
chandise it and develop it under the Council’s guidance. Through the sale 
of this property, the Town will realize a substantial sum of money and, 
when it has been developed, an appreciable annual tax return. Since the 
Framingham parcel is the subject of controversy, its disposition may be 
delayed several months to a year. However, the Council is endeavoring 
through one of its subcommittees to expedite the disposition of that property, 
which through development will return a substantial tax revenue. 

The Council held a special meeting on the road sign situation, particu- 
larly on Route 9. While permits for signs are normally handled by the 
Selectmen, the Council considered the situation since it created a bad effect 
on the future sale of the land now owned by the Towns of Natick and 
Framingham, on the westerly end of Natick. It is the Council’s opinion that 
road signs should be controlled by regulations covering proper design and 
restriction in size and type. 

The last important project studied by the Council was the possible 
urban redevelopment of the business center of Natick. Meetings were held 
at the request of store keepers and bank executives to discuss the Natick 
center parking situation, buildings and business redevelopment of the fringe 
areas. The Council’s activity in this was prompted by its interest in up- 
grading the business center of the community not only to the benefit of the 
merchants but to relieve the over-all tax situation. It was decided to employ 
Economic Development Associates, Inc., of Boston who made a very com- 
plete study of the situation and advised that it was impractical to consider 
urban redevelopment either through Federal or State aid. Copies of the 
report are available at the Selectmen’s office, and have been distributed to 
interested parties. It is expected to discuss that report with local merchants 
at the next meeting of the Council. 

The Council will be active during 1959 in guiding the development of 
the ‘Town property, formerly the Natick sewer beds, to their ultimate use.

FIFTY-TWO TENANT UNITS OF THE VETERANS HousING PROJECT WERE 
completed and occupied since December of 1950. It has now been operating 
successfully for the past five years in that it had provided the Natick veteran 
with modern, low-cost housing which they would be unable to obtain other- 
wise, as the average rental paid for the current year amounts to $45.26 per 
month and is based on percentage of their monthly income as: 

Families with less than three minor dependents, 18% of their income 
constitutes the monthly rental; and families of three or more dependents, 
14% of their income. The minimum rental is set at $37.50. 

Applicants shall be admitted to tenancy in the project only if their 
net incomes are below the following established income admission limits: 


Families with less than three minor dependents $3,950 
Families with three or more minor dependents $4,350 


Continued Occupancy limit: 


Families of less than three minor dependents $4,400 
Families of three or more minor dependents $4,800

Natick Housing Board is pleased to state that $1,872 was paid to the Town 
of Natick this year in lieu of taxes. 

The objective of the Housing Authority is not for profit but for human 
welfare, and the members of the Board take special pride in acknowledging 
the high spirit of cooperation of the tenants in upkeep and good house- 
keeping, thus making our project one of the best in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. 

The Natick Housing Authority wishes to express its appreciation to the 
several town departments and the veterans’ organizations for their continued 
assistance and cooperation. 

The financial stability of the project and its success in assisting eligible 
veterans to obtain modern, safe, and comfortable living accommodations 
for themselves and their families, is due in large part to the interest and 
help of these departments and organizations. 

In March 1958 Dr. Vasil W. Petro was duly elected for a 5-year term 
succeeding Carlton R. Leavitt, as a member of the Natick Housing Authority.

Economic Base Survey; Financial Planning; Contingencies. This contract 
to be completed in 1958 and final report to be submitted early in 1959. 
The Planning Board in connection with Financial Planning held meetings 
with the Heads of all Town Depts. and the Finance Committee to initiate 
the work by Economic Development Associates and to present preliminary 
report data on long range capital expenditure requirements. 
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Federal Aid Funds for Comprehensive Planning anticipated at $5000.00 
will be available early in 1959 in the amount of $2500.00 and _ possibly 
another $2500.00 in 1960. In order to continue the Comprehensive Plan- 
ning Program as per February 1958 report, the Planning Board has sub- 
mitted an Article to the 1959 Annual Town Meeting for an appropriation 


of $5000.00. 


Town Counsel James Murray has been requested by the Board to 
prepare two articles for the Annual Town Meeting in March 1959. These 
deal with: 


(1) Acceptance by the Town in the future of any private way, 
woodland road or other unaccepted street shall only be on the basis 
of 100% betterments. 


(2) Change of Manufacturing Zone M-4 to General Residence GR 
now occupied solely by residences. 


In 1958 the Planning Board has been occupied fully in the formulative 
stages of Comprehensive Planning and is greatly encouraged by the co- 
operation of all concerned to advance the work. The Board believes that 
furtherance of this work in 1959 is in the best interests of the Town of 
Natick.

TOWN MAP COMMITTEE 


AT THE ANNUAL TOWN MEETING oF 1958 THE MODERATOR WAS _IN- 
structed, under Article 20, for the first time in our memory, to appoint a 
committee of three, consisting of a member of the Planning Board, a mem- 
ber of the Public Works and one other person, to prepare a map for each 
Annual and Special ‘Town Meeting. The purpose of this map was to show 
location of various proposed Articles pertaining to zoning changes, land 
takings, street acceptances, etc., with the thought that such visual informa- 
tion would help Town Meeting Members vote more knowingly. 

The Moderator appointed members to this Committee, May 5, 1958. 
The members met several times and, after thorough discussions, decided to 
prepare a master, or cronoflex, zoning map which could be changed from 
year to year. Working in conjunction with the Planning Board and the 
Public Works Department a master map was prepared. 

After the Warrant for the 1959 Annual Town Meeting is completed, 
the pertinent Articles will be drawn on the master map. Next the prepared 
map will be reduced to the size of 18” x 24’’, or about four times the size of 
a page of the Finance Committee Report. ‘The Committee felt that a map 
of this size would be large enough to identify the areas under discussion, 
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and yet not too awkward to handle. It is the plan of the Committee to have 
this map folded and inserted in the Finance Committee’s Report when it 
is sent to all ‘Town Meeting Members and Town Officers. 

With the master map completed the same procedure as outlined above 
for the 1959 Annual Town Meeting, can be followed for all future Annual 
and Special Town Meetings simply by having the pertinent Articles indi- 
cated on the master map. The Committee feels that a lot of preliminary 
and preparatory work has been completed this year which need not be done 
in subsequent years. We, as a committee, feel that this map is important 
to the Town Meeting Members, and recommend that the Committee be 
continued and monies appropriated to continue this work.

MEMORIAL JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


DuRING THE’ FIRST QUARTER OF THIS YEAR THE COMMITTEE THROUGH ITS 
architect developed the final plans and specifications for the school. The 
School Committee was most cooperative with your Committee in establisn- 
ing the educational program and assisting to the end that the design fully 
satisfied that program. Estimates indicate that the cost will approximate 
$1,600 per pupil as contrasted with a State average for similar construction 
of $2,400 per pupil.

$1,114,798. While the construction work to date has not proceeded as 
expeditiously as was contemplated it is expected that the buildings will be 
ready for occupancy by the end of August 1959, in time for the fall term. 
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As to the furniture and equipment, quantities have been established, 
specifications written, and advertisements for bids are being currently pre- 
pared for release in early January. 

The School Committee on January 6, 1958, voted unanimously that 
this school as provided for under Article 1 of the Special Town Meeting of 
April 24, 1958, be named the Memorial Junior High School.

COMMITTEE ON MERGER OF PARK AND 
RECREATION DEPARTMENTS 


THE COMMITTEE APPOINTED UNDER ARTICLE 24, SECTION E, ITEM E oF THE 
Town Warrant of 1957, and continued under Article 20, Section B of the 
Town Warrant of 1958, reports as follows: 

The Committee, under the Chairmanship of John Lane, met four 
times, September 17, October 8, December 10 and 17. Mr. Eugene Belisle, 
member of the Committee, resigned in 1957 and his vacancy was not 
filled. he four remaining members discussed thoroughly the problems in- 
volved from the point of view of each department, namely Park, Recrea- 
tion, Public Works and School. The city of Newton was visited by two 
members of the Committee, and the system in operation there was observed. 
The functioning of these departments in other towns was also studied, and 
this Committee offers the following report and recommendations to the 
voters of Natick. 


I. Purpose of Committee: More efficient and economical mainte- 
nance of ‘Town, Recreational, and School grounds relative to 
A. Purchase and use of equipment 
B. Year-round employment of experienced personnel 


II. Factors involved 
A. Recreation depends on Park and School Department for 
maintenance of Recreation areas. 
1. 14 by School Department (school playgrounds, in- 
cluding Little League fields, Memorial Field and 
Memorial Beach). 


2. 3 by Park Department (South Natick — Hunne- 
well Field and Skating area; Coolidge and Whit- 
ney Fields). 


B. Park Department 


1. Maintains: Common, Lincoln Square, Boden Lane 
Cemetery, Henry Wilson Memorial, Honor Roll 
and ‘Triangle on Cottage Street, Ski and Sliding 
area at Town Forest, in addition to above.

EAST NATICK FIRE STATION COMMITTEE 


‘THE COMMITTEE SELECTED TEKTON ASSOCIATES, INC. oF NATICK AS ARCHI- 
tects and Engineers on June 17, 1958 to assist with design, and prepare 
plans and specifications for the East Natick Fire Station. Bids were re- 
ceived from eighteen general contractors and publicly opened on August 
22, 1958. N. F. Nicetta & Son, Andover, Massachusetts were low bidders 
and the Committee awarded the contract to them on August 25, 1958. 
Construction was started on September 8, 1958 and progressed smoothly and 
on schedule under the guidance and supervision of Tekton Associates, Inc. 
The Committee met regularly with the Architects and the General Con- 
tractor during the progress of the work and periodic inspections were made. 

Through the incorporation of modern construction design, techniques 
and building materials your Committee was able to effect substantial 
construction cost savings. These savings were in turn used to complete the 
basement rooms which are now available for Civil Defense and Town 
Committee meetings until such time the space is needed for Fire Depart- 
ment use. Completion of these rooms at a later date would be much more 
expensive and cause considerable inconvenience to the Station personnel. 
The modern design of the Station offers excellent functional facilities with 
a minimum of maintenance for many years. 
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The personnel and apparatus from the Felchville Station were moved 
into the new building on December 5, 1958. Final inspections were made 
and the Committee accepted the building, as substantially complete, on 
December 23, 1958. Open House was held on January 10 and 11, 1959 for 
the public to inspect their new Fire Station. Cost of the building and 
furnishing was within the $68,000.00 appropriation. 

The Committee feels that Tekton Associates, Inc., N. F. Nicetta & 
Son, Chief Lyman G. Brown, the Natick Public Works and the Natick 
Tree Department should be commended for the fine cooperation during 
the progress of this project.

COMMITTEE TO STUDY FINANCE COMMITTEE 
REPORTS AND FUNCTIONS 


VOTED: A ComMITTEE OF FIVE TO STUDY THOSE SECTIONS OF THE BY- 
laws relating to the Finance Committee and also the means by which the 
Finance Committee reports to and guides the Town Meeting; and to make 
any related recommendations to the next annual Town Meeting that it 
believes will improve the mutual understanding and operation of the Town 
Meeting and the Finance Committee. 

This committee was appointed following the adoption of the foregoing 
motion by the 1958 Annual Town Meeting. 

We have studied the situation generally and feel that the by-laws 
relating to the Finance Committee are still adequate for the purpose. While 
a 15 member committee is rather large for convenient action, it makes 
possible a wide representation that has many advantages, some of which 
need to be exploited more fully. 

It is in the area of communicating to the Town Meeting that some 
changes seem desirable. 

Years ago, at Town Meetings in Concert Hall, most of the Finance 
Committee sat together, consulted often, and the members most familiar 
with various subjects aided in explaining and debating them. As a result, 
citizens were continually aware of the strength and breadth of committee 
deliberations. 

In recent years, larger more remote halls and electrical speaking aids 
have contributed to the decline of this interchange. It is quite possible that 
to some Town Meeting members, the Finance Committee has been reduced 
to a list of names, deprived of substance and reality. 

We urge that conscious effort be made to make use of all Finance 
Committee members in Town Meeting debate as the occasion and their 
interests best indicate. 

The booklet that is the report of the Finance Committee is clearly 
the product of considerable effort. Our study of similar reports of more 
than 50 towns shows that it contains more detail than most and as much 
as any. However, we believe that some changes will make it even more use- 
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If the essentials of a situation are reduced to writing, it gives all in- 
terested parties a base from which to explore the question further if need 
be. This principle is a part of several of our recommendations. These sug- 
gested changes have been discussed in some detail with the Finance Com- 
mittee and the Town Accountant and are listed briefly below: 


1. The booklet should start with a written statement that would 
include a summary of the work on the warrant, explanations 
of significant recommendations in the budget, a general descrip- 
tion of the state of town finances and other problems as they 
see them, and indications of where we are headed if these 
recommendations are followed. Suitable graphs would aid this 
section. 


2. ‘The page early in the report which now shows with excellent 
detail how the estimated tax rate is calculated, should also show 
for direct comparison the detail of the actual tax calcula- 
tion for one or more prior years. ‘This same data should also be 
converted to a “tax rate dollars’ basis. The “tax rate” should 
be made thoroughly understandable to all. 


3. Wherever possible, amounts should be listed to the nearest 
dollar so that comparisons can be more easily made. 


4. The same reasons that a written statement would give point 
and substance to the Finance Committee recommendations 
would apply equally to the Personnel Board’s recommenda- 
tions. A written statement by them should augment the printed 
Pay Plan. 


5. The departmental budgets should be handled in one article 
with each department or function a numbered item in it. All 
the departmental data that now appears in the back of the 
report should be combined in the article. Five columns of 
figures can easily be handled here: the expenditures for the 
previous three years, the requests and the recommended figures 
for the current year. If the budget is set up this way most of 
the pertinent data will be directly before the Town Meeting 
members as each department’s budget is voted. 


6. Many people are better able to evaluate figures when _per- 
centages are readily available. There are a number of ways 
in which they would make this report more useful such as the 
percent change this year over last year, the percentage that each 
department’s total is of total appropriations, etc. We therefore 
suggest that such information be furnished where possible. 


7. On those special articles where it would contribute to better 
understanding, the recommendation should be followed by a 
brief statement describing the reasons for it, and against it if 
there is a sufficiently strong minority opinion. 

8. The recommendations of the Town Accountant should be re- 
peated in this report. 


The duties assigned to the Finance Committee are indispensable to the 
effective operation of the Town Meeting. The by-laws now direct it not 
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only “‘to consider all matters of business included within the articles of any 
warrant” but also to publish “such recommendations or suggestions as it 
may deem advisable on any matters pertaining to the welfare of the Town.” 
This provides a centralized consideration of all aspects of town govern- 
ment and since it is a continuing body it combines a knowledge of the 
past with an awareness of the future. It is therefore essential that its 
messages be received clearly by the ‘Town Meeting members who have the 
ultimate responsibility. 
We would like to study this subject further during 1959.

SEWER BEDS COMMITTEE 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE APPOINTED UNDER ARTICLE 20, SECTION G, 
Item 1 of the Annual Town Meeting of 1958 is respectfully submitted 
herewith: 

In accordance with the directives contained in the Article appointing 
the Committee, it retained Tekton Associates, of Natick, to accomplish a 
professional engineering survey and F. Paul Morgan, M.A.I., associated with 
the F. Paul Morgan Company, and Laurence L. Donahue, S.R.A., associated 
with R. M. Bradley & Co. Inc., both of Boston, to accomplish professional 
industrial appraisals of the Town’s land on Speen Street, called the Natick 
Sewer Beds. 

The engineering survey indicated that it would cost approximately 
$125,000.00 to prepare the land for building. This preparation would 
include the grubbing, clearance, and stripping of peat and loam, as well as 
rough grading and drainage work to create new grades and to eliminate a 
large swamp area of approximately 13 the total area, considerable grade 
variance and differences in topographical characteristics. Also included in 
the cost of site preparation is an access road and utilities along the access 
road. 

Mr. Donahue considered the land worth $100,000.00 in its present state 
and Mr. Morgan $115,000.00. Both believed that after land preparation the 
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land could be sold to ultimate users for a price in excess of the present 
value, plus the cost of preparation. Depending upon use and other factors, 
it was Mr. Donahue’s opinion that so developed the land would bring about 
$480,000.00 gross, while Mr. Morgan gave a range of $480,000.00 to 
$700,000.00, or $20,000.00 to $30,000.00 per acre for the 24 acres left after 


putting in the road. 


Properly deductible from the gross amounts would be the carrying 
costs of any borrowing made to pay for the site improvement, the substan- 
tially increased costs of sale and the loss of tax revenues during the interim 
period. ‘Thus assuming part of the property would be sold within three 
years and the balance within six years and that the $480,000.00 price pre- 
vailed, it was estimated that the net return would be $256,500.00, or 
$141,500.00 more than would be realized by sale in its present state. 


Moreover, it was pointed out that there was no dearth of good com- 
parable industrial land in Natick, Framingham and other competitive areas. 

Finally, it was the opinion of the appraisers that the land would not be 
worth any substantial amount more if sold with the Framingham Sewer 
Beds land, except under unusual circumstances. 

Before reaching any conclusions, the Committee arranged a meeting 
with the Framingham Public Works Commissioners to coordinate, if pos- 
sible, our plans for the disposition of the land with any plans of the Town 
of Framingham for disposition of its Sewer Beds land adjacent to the Natick 
parcel. At the meeting the Framingham Commissioners refused to discuss 
any such plans until disposition of the bill which had recently been filed in 
the Legislature by the Natick Representative. 

After a number of meetings at which the Committee discussed the 
unusual, complex and difficult problem of determining the best possible 
disposition of the land, the Committee decided to propose an Article which 
is contained in the Warrant for the 1959 Town Meeting. Its determination, 
reached unanimously, was based on the following considerations: 


1. Of first importance was the taking of action which would bring in 
the largest amount of tax revenues in the shortest period of time. In this 
regard it was determined that on a 1-4 building to land ratio, approximately 
250,000 square feet of one-story industrial buildings could be erected and 
more, of course, to the extent that two-story buildings were erected. At 
$10.00 a foot, two and one half million dollars of buildings would be in- 
volved, or $1,250,000.00 of assessed value. At the existing tax rates, this 
would mean $75,000.00 in taxes from buildings and land, or at a minimum, 
almost as much each year as the amount for which the land has been 
appraised in its present state. 


2. In order for the ‘Town to develop the land itself, a borrowing would 
be needed which would require a special act of the Legislature, which 
authority might not be obtained because of the unusual use for which the 
money was desired. Alternately the money could be raised directly, but 
this would involve a very substantial increase in the already overburdened 
tax rate. 

3. It would be extremely difficult for the town to recruit for its uses 
competent real estate developers on a par with the commercial organiza- 
tions who are presently in the business of developing their own industrial 
land, which is competitive with the Town’s land. 
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4. Even with a good organization, it could take three to ten years or 
more to sell off all the land to ultimate users 1f comparable industrial land 
in the area is of any guide. During this time the Town would have a sub- 
stantial investment tied up, carrying costs, loss of tax revenue on the land 
still in the Town’s possession and many other intangible costs and problems. 


5. On the other hand sale of the land in its present state could result 
in its falling into the hands of persons or companies who already have sub- 
stantial investments in other competitive industrial land outside of Natick 
who would hold this less costly land off the market until their other land 
had been disposed of. 


Considering all the circumstances the Committee concluded that if the 
land were sold under the requirement that the purchaser immediately pre- 
pare the land for development, that: 


1. The Town would immediately receive a substantial return; 


2. ‘Tax Revenues would start to be forthcoming immediately, which 
would probably at least double upon completion of land preparation alone; 


3. The purchaser would have such a substantial investment in the 
land that he would have the incentive, if not be forced, to sell the land to 
ultimate users as quickly as he could; 


4. The land would be of such a value that in all probability only better 
erade industries would be attracted to its use; 


5. The purchaser, to be approved of, if not an ultimate user itself, 
would not be approved by the Committee unless it was a well organized entity 
that could be expected to develop the land more quickly and better than 
any governmental group the Town would otherwise use as a substitute. Its 
profit motive would lead to results generally consistent with the Town’s pur- 
poses, but it could accomplish the result desired more quickly as it would 
be free from the complications of governmental operations, politics and 
other non-commercial interferences. 

There is of course no guarantee that the land can be marketed in this 
way, but the Committee believes that this method should first be attempted 
as it is the one most likely to satisfy the Town’s best interests. 

The complete engineering and appraisal reports are available for in- 
spection in the office of the Town Clerk, or by contacting any of the Com- 
mittee members. 


The-Committee requests that it be continued with no additional 
appropriation.

REPORT OF THE CENTRAL PURCHASING EQUIPMENT

Approximately twelve people attended the Hearing including four rep- 
resentatives of the owner. The area covered by Article 8 is presently in a 
residential zone and involves approximately four acres. It is immediately 
adjacent to approximately eighteen acres in Manufacturing Zone M-9, one 
of — if not the oldest —- manufacturing zones in Natick. The existing M-9 
area and proposed M-9 area are both owned by North Natick Land Syndi- 
cate. The basic question involved here has to do with the right of the 
owner to the most reasonable use of the four acres involved. 

The Planning Board requested Economic Development Associates to 
give their opinion on the advisability of the land covered by Article 8 be- 
coming a part of Manufacturing Zone M-9. The consultants recommend 
that the area described be added to Zone M-9. 

Objections raised by a few at the Public Hearing did not deal specifically 
with the land in question becoming a part of Zone M-9, but rather with 
such items as increased traffic on Oak Street, possible inferior character 
of an industrial development on the site and its relation to proposed ele- 
mentary school east of Oak Street. 

The owner has already submitted restrictive covenants which will be 
applicable to the proposed industrial park which clearly convey considera- 
tion for the residential neighborhood as to building lines, architectural de- 
signs, signs, objectionable uses, and building to land ratio. 
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Assessed valuation is presently estimated at $980,000 and employment 
of approximately 350 persons. 

A future Public Hearing is anticipated for the purpose of covering actual 
details of this industrial park. 

It is the opinion of the Planning Board that reasonable use of the four 
acres described in Article 8 lies in adding them to the existing Manufactur- 
ing Zone M-9 and that this is in the best interests of the town.

The report of the Planning Board in reference to Articles 5 and 6 was read as 
follows: 


Anticipating the adoption by the Town Meeting of Comprehensive 
Planning, and from funds available, the Planning Board requested a report 
by Economic Development Associates in reference to Articles 5 and 6 to 
determine that the location proposed would be satisfactory in relation to a 
future complete traffic and parking survey. The report is as follows: 


“1. Our “Report on the Planning Needs and Program, Natick, February 
1958” pages III, 14, 15, and 16 discussed the need for both a Traffic 
Circulation Study and an Off-Street Parking Study. The conclusions 
reached therein were made more evident during our current considera- 
tion of the ‘“‘Tirrell Lot.” 

2. We reviewed the Vance/Murphy 1950 report on the parking problem 
in Natick Center. Updated, this report would prove a valuable base 
for further solutions to the problem. The report indicated a possible 
area across Pond Street from the Tirrell lot. This area would now cost 
more than would the Tirrell Lot due to new construction. Other areas 
have been developed by the town or by private means as offstreet park- 
ing lots. Still others carry a high valuation. 

3. We discussed the problem with the Chief of Police who made reference 
to it in his 1957 report, with officials of the Board of Trade who have 
carefully reviewed possibilities for immediate relief and with private 
citizens. From these conversations two facts are evident: (a) more 
space than the Tirrell Lot must be acquired; (b) immediate action is 
necessary to maintain values in the Center area. 

4. As to location, the Tirrell Lot is within suitable walking distance of 
shops and offices, although a little far to be generally used by railroad 
commuters. A walking distance of 600 to 700 feet from lot to antici- 
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pated destinations is considered a reasonable maximum. The station 
is over 1200 feet. 

5. Cost estimates vary. It should be observed that the town is making 
an investment both to service its citizens and businessmen and to main- 
tain property values. Meter revenues may be anticipated to cover 
maintenance costs of both municipal lots (present and Tirrell) and to 
amortize costs, at least indirectly, over a period of two years using 1957 
revenues as a Criteria. 

6. Based upon 300 sq. ft. per car the Tirrell Lot should accommodate a 
minimum of 44 cars. The effect of this can not be ascertained without 
detailed study. However, it generally indicates relief of the problem 
from all but the commuter’s viewpoint. (This may be cared for by 
installation of a number of all-day meters in the present and future 
lots and enforcement of the two-hour rule through close inspection of 
other meters. ) 

It should be kept constantly in mind that the Tirrell Lot, while 
desirable as to location, is but a partial solution to ease the total park- 
ing problem. The commuter and the problem on the east side of Natick 
Center remains as does the problem posed by 45 degree curb parking 
on Main Street. A specific study of parking needs throughout the Center 
would indicate what additional steps might be required either by the 
town or by private interests. 

7. Our observation is that the Tirrell Lot would be a desirable location 
for a metered municipal parking site to meet certain immediate needs 
of the parking problem in Natick Center. Though the cost per car 
space may appear on the high side, comparatively speaking it is not 
excessive nor unreasonable.” 


The Planning Board concurs with this report.

This report is commendable in its context and the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Commerce has commented on its superior quality. Emphasis in 
the report stresses the need for: capital budget programming, revision of the 
Building Code and Zoning By-Laws, traffic and parking survey, expanded 
activity by the Industrial Commission to cover the commercial field. 

An adequate program as shown on Page IV-5 requires the appropria- 
tion of $6,500.00 as covered by Article 7 followed by a matching fund pro- 
gram in 1959. 

The Planning Board endorses the report by Economic Development 
Associates and recommends favorable action.

Report of Town Accountant 


IN COMPLIANCE WITH SECTION 61, CHAPTER 41, GENERAL LAws, I SUBMIT 
herewith the annual report of the Accounting Department for the year ended 
December 31, 1958. 


All invoices and payrolls presented during the year by the Town Depart- 
ments have been examined both for their accuracy and legal requirements 
before being submitted to the Treasurer for payment. The payments, which 
were presented on 272 Treasury Warrants, amounted to $7,527,554.00 for 
which the Treasury Department issued 45,711 checks. 


The ‘Treasurer’s cash has been audited and found to be in order. The 
total receipts during 1958 totaled $7,770,471.04. The cash balance on hand 
December 31, 1958 is $1,313,593.86 and is an increase of approximately 
$242,900.00 from the balance on hand at the end of 1957. 

Monthly notices of appropriation condition were forwarded on State 
approved forms, to all Town officers, committees, and boards charged with 
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the expenditure of ‘Town funds. At the time of this report no bills remaining 
unpaid for 1958 have been submitted to the Town Accountant. 

Upon the close of the financial year, statements were compiled in tabu- 
lated form showing the amounts appropriated throughout the year and the 
amounts expended from each appropriation for the year 1958 and the esti- 
mates for the year 1959; and copies were forwarded to the Finance Com- 
mittee. 

Again this year and for the 18th consecutive year the departments, col- 
lectively, have turned back substantial unexpended appropriation balances, 
from their operating budgets. ‘The unexpended appropriation balances, 
exclusive of Sewer and Water, returned to 1958 Revenue Account amounted 
to $188,408,43. 

As required by law, under Section 54-A, Chapter 41, General Laws, 
notice was given to the Assessors of the total 1958 receipts except from taxes, 
loans, trust funds, federal grants and revolving funds, and the source of such 
receipts was specified. The actual collection in this group of receipts was 
$327,670.15 higher than the estimate used by the Assessors in determining 
the 1958 tax rate. This excess was due primarily to a large distribution of 
State Income Tax, an increase in our School Aid Construction under Chap- 
ter 645, Acts of 1948, an increase in our Motor Vehicle and Trailer Excise, 
an increase in our charities and Old Age Assistance, and other miscellaneous 
receipts. 

Due to our currently using accounting typewriter machines by both the 
Town Treasurer’s and ‘Town Accountant’s offices, more complete and addi- 
tional work has been accomplished without the need for additional per-, 
sonnel. The purchase of our machine this year has eliminated the hiring of 
personnel for evenings and an occasional Saturday or Sunday and will take | 
adequate care of our needs for an indefinite period of time. 


The following recommendations are made: a) That 1959 authorized 
borrowing should not be in excess of our 1959 debt payments of $568,400.00, 
so that we may keep our debt from rising. b) That all copies of contracts 
be filed with the Town Accountant within ten days of signature. c) That 
all departments submit all bills promptly for payment. d) That all depart- 
ments complete the purchasing of outlays and all major items by November 
Ist and that all purchasing of miscellaneous departmental supplies and 
materials be completed by December Ist; therefore, by accomplishing this, 
the result would be for a more even flow of receiving and processing invoices 
over the latter part of the year and would help to relieve the additional work 
loads that the offices of the Town Treasurer and ‘Town Accountant are, 
jointly, forced to face.
